WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The selection of 
the next Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent by the convention which will meet in 
St. Louis July 6 rests primarily with two 
men—William Jennings Bryan, and Charles 
F. Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall. 

Every national committeeman who at- 
(tended the meeting here is anxious to 
know what New York wants, is eager to 
defer to the wishes of Murphy, is willing 
to accept almost without question any 
candidate acceptable to the Democrats of 
New York, and is inclined to regard Mur- 
phy as the leader of the whole Democratic 
party in the gtate instead of merely. the 
leader of Tammany Hall. 

Similarly, every committeeman, except 
one or two from the extreme East, ac- 
knowledges that Mr.«Bryan holds a quali- 
fied veto on any candidate who may be 
proposed. 

They all say that no man who is not ac- 
ceptable to Mr. Bryan can be nominated. 

Thus if Mr. Bryan and Mr. Murphy get 
together on a. candidate, and that candi- 
date is a’ New York man or an eastern 
man, their candidate is the candidate the 
leaders of the party are most likely to 
accept.

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Reduction of 10 Per Cent Made in 
Salaries of Employes and 
Officials. 


SLACK IN BUSINESS CAUSE 


General, Manager McBride Says Old 
Scale Will Be Restored When 
Work Warrants It. 


A 10 per cent reduction has been made 
in the wages of the employes of the Amer- 
ican Car & Foundry Co.* About 5000 men 
are affected by the reduction. The ‘thead- 
quarters of the company are in St. Louis, 
but its 15 plants are scattered throughout 
the country. 

The salaries of all the officials of the 
company have also suffered a redtictfén. 
William K. Bixby, president of the con- 
pany, is now In New York. W. J. McBride, 
the general manager, makes the following 
explanation of the reduction: 

“The reduction was made because of a 
falling off in -business and because our 
competitors reduced the salaries of their 
employes. There-has been no dissatis- 
faction over the cut, however, the employes 
understanding why it was done. During 
the past three years business has been 
good and the wages of the employes has 
been rkised from 2% to 331-3 per cent. The 
business prospect for the next few months 
is not so, good and the reduction comes 
naturally, in view of the previous in- 
creases. It will be only temporary. When 
business revives olc es will be restored. 


The officers of th apany have volun- 
tarily accepted a liemporary reduction in 
wages also."’ 


Reduction in the 
Dividends Also Made. 


A reduction in the rate of dividend on the 
common stock of the corporation was an- 
nounced a few days ago. Mr. McBride says 
the reduction in wages had nothing to do 
with this, however. 

The forces have been reduced at all the 
plants of the company, particularly in the

Against Husband’s Parents, 
Tells of Proposal. 


DISMISSED. FROM FACTORY 


Defense Will Only Introduce Four 
Witnesses—Young Wife Tells An 
Detail Story of Romance. 


In Mrs. Jessie Lame Borngesser’s suit 
against M. and Mrs. Harry M. Borngesser 
for $20,000 damages for the alienation of the 
affections of hér husband, Harry M. Born- 
geeser, Jr., the young wife rested her case 
in the Circuit court at noon Wednesday, 
having presented an unbroken line of evi- 
dence.

Graduates of General Course, as Well 
as Classical and Scientific, Wil 
Get Positions. 


High school graduates of the general 
course are now eligible to positions as ap- 
prentice teachers in the public schools. A 
resolution establishing this new rule, rec- 
ommended by Superintendent F. Louis Sel- 


dan in his monthly report for January,has 
bebn approved by the Board of Education. 
[he High school general couise is not 
urse, as it gives students more 
freedom in selecting branches of study. 

Apprentice teachers are required to serve 

one year without salary. Aft the end of 
that time they become substitutes. After 
eights months’ satisfactory woik as sub- 
Stitutes, they are elizvible to appointment 
to poaitions as teachers. 
: Superintendent Soldan is .authorized to 
use his discretion in the /selection of High 
school graduates to serve us apprentice 
teachers. ‘ 

With the exception of persons who pass 
the principal’s and High school teachers’ 
¢Xamination all the newly appointed teach- 
ers of St. Louis enter the public schools 
by the High school, apprentice and substi- 
tute tencher route. 

A teacher from another city cannot gain 
employment in the public schvols unless he 
can pass the semé#-annual examinaition for 
principals and High school teachers. He 
will not be given either of these positions 
unless he has a diploma from a recognized 
college. A graduate of a state normal 
school is not permitted to become an ap- 
prentice teacher unlees also a graduate 
of the St. Louis High school. 

Fighy apprentice teachers will finish 
their year’s service Feb. 1 and be appointed 
as substitutes if they have done satisfac- 
tory -work.

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~ PLOT TO ESCAPE 


Details of Illinois Bandits’ Plan for a 
Jail Delivery Now in Hands 
of Police. 


IT WAS A CLEVER IDEA 


Drawings and Written Instructions 
by Roeski to His Brother, Who 
Was to Do Outside Work. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, IIL, Jan. 13—Gustave Marx, 
as well as Emil Roeski, would have ¢s- 
caped from jail had not the elaborate 
plans of the latter failed. The fact that 
Marx was included in the scheme was 
learned yesterday when Assistant Chief of 
Police Schuettler went to the Roeski home 
dnd seized a trunk belonging to the pris- 
oner. It was taken to the Sheffield avenue 
police station and searched with startling 
results. 

The plan of escape is admitted to have 
been practicable, 

The evidenee shows that Roeski immedi- 
ately after he and the rest of the bandit 
gang were lodged in jail commenced his 
plans for escape. He and Marx occupied 
cella on the same tier, separated by only 4 
few feet. 

Roeski drew plans and diagrams, which 
are now in the possession of Schuettler. 
The most minute details are given. The 
plan shows Roeski's brother Herman reach- 
ing the roof of a building across the alley 
from the old jail buliding and facing Clark 
street. Roeski had then planned tnat his 
brother should cross the alley by means 
of a der, and in that way reach the 
roof of the old jail building. 

Dotted lines show the plausible ideas. The 
old jail building is four stories in height, 
and the new one Beven Stories. The ladder, 
it was intended, should have been placed 
against the wall of the new building, and 
in that manner the window’ Could have been 
reached. The cells of both Marx and Roeski 
were at that time close to the window 
designated in the drawing. 

Here the rescuers. it is belleved, could 
have worked without interference. With 
the bars of the window filed the escape of 
both prisoners would have been possible. 

A slip of paper containing written in- 
structions from Emil to his brother read: 

“Go into the alley and climb up the fire 
escape. Have a ladder long enough to reach 
across the alley and from the roof of the 
old ja‘l to the window."’ 

Another note requested Herman to go to 
the jail as quickly as possible. 

The police say that all the plans for the 
escape had been framed, and the thing 
which prevented them from being carried 
out was the fact that Roesi broke his saw. 
It is believed he had intended giv.ng the 
saw to Marx when he finished with it. 

Another diagram shows where two maga- 
zine guns are buried in Indiana, and As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler rent detect ves 
there to recover the weapons. Herman 
Roeski, according to the police, is the one 
who carried the saws to the jail. 

There were few visitors to the courtroom 
during the day, owing to the restrictions 
imposed by Sheriff Barrett at the request 
of Judge Kersten. Only five women at- 
tended the forenoon session, and of these 
three were the mothers of Neidermeyer, 
Van Dine and Marx. 

Two jurors have been secured, and the 
fifth day of the proceedings proved as slow 
and monotonous as the preceding days. 
Herbert R. Caddock, 275 South Claremont 
avenue. was accepted by both sides in the 
afternoon, and he took a seat beside Frank 
McKenney, who was accepted on Saturday. 

A special call for 300 veniremen, 1 of 
whom will be required to answer tomorrow, 
was ordered ,>Y Judge Kersten.

Refused Employment. 


Does the practice of vertical handwriting 
militate against a2 young man or young 
womian seeking employment in business? 

Vertical handwriting is not commonly 
used in the business houses of St. Louls. 

Vertical handwriting is taught to the 
exclusion of all other systems in the public 
schools of St. Louls. 

Business men and employers are almost 
agreed that the verticdi writing is not 
practicable for commercial work. 

St. Louis educators are agreed that the 
vertical writing is more legible dnd more 
beautiful than any other style of writing. 
‘A young man, 16 years old, writes to the 
Post-Dispatch that he has completed his 
course in the pubic schools of St. Louls 
and is qualified for a clerkship in a busi- 
ness house. He says that one fact, and 
only one, has prevented him from securing 
positions which he sought. That one fact, 
he declares, is that he writes a vertical 
hand. 5 

The young man asked the Post-Dispatch 
what about all this, and the Post-Dispatch 
has asked business men and educators.

A scalping market in wheat, in which 
Mr. Armour of Chicago appears to be rais- 
ing most the scalps, is about all there is 
to it when the war bugaboo is out of the 
way.
